1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Carmody. 

Carmody discloses an apparatus that includes a wellbore plunger retrieving tool 
10 which comprises: a retrieving plunger body having a top end 32 and an opposed 
bottom end 44; said body top end having a reduced diameter neck 32; said body bottom 
end having a threaded recess 44b; and a plunger retrieving collet 36 having a threaded 
male top end engageable with said threaded recess and an opposed bottom end having 
a plurality of fingers 36a. With respect to claims 2-4, the reference teaches the 
limitations as claimed, including downhole plunger 48, 1 00.
